Stibjeet is considered one of three Tice 
Presidents of the White Rvisslan Central Adminis- 
tration which is headed by 03TRCWSKI in Argentina, 
An opposing White Russian faction headed by 
ABRAicFUS is located in NIC. Background data on 
both factions set forth. Nwark T— 1 advised that 
most of the members of both factions had aliases 
which they used after they left German-occupied 
territory during World War II, Newark T-2 advised 
that subject in approximately 1930 was a aeadter of 
Hresnada, an organization irhich reportedly contained 
Comnunist members. This party was forced to 'dis- 
band by the Polish Government in approximately 1930 
and subject was placed in a Polish Jail,

Bemaik T—1 stated that in the lato 1920's, subject vaa a laeaiber 
of the P oliah Sejn ( Earliaaent) , l»t Marark T-1 did not know esoaetly vhat 
party subject represented. The InforsMUit stetod that he hoard that sub- 
ject at coo tine ves affiliated with the Hrcnada, ^Ich ho boUved to 
have been Ccasomist dosinatod, Mewark T-1 further stated that vhen the 
Ercmada uas first originated. It was pcrsdttod to operato by the Polish 
Govoznmcint but later it tms outlawed and many of its menbors were placed 
In Pblieh jells, Mouark T-l stated that ho knar that subject had ^pent 
some tine in a Polish Jail but was unable to sny if this was a roffdt of 
hla activities in the Hroanda Ihrty or not. Even during that period, 

Mdwark T-1 stated that the subject had been a strong adhtDcator of the 
Uhlte Russian cause, and that since he lived in Poland, he would naturally 
be antagonistic to the pres«at Poliah Qovemnent. 

Heuark T-1 advised that during the post the subject has earned 
himself a reputation as somewhat of a Vhlto Russian patriot. ^ At this 
point, Mouork T-1 stated that it wns his belief that subjoe^ is vehemently 
anti-Polish, anti-Russion, and anti-German and that his pHme purpose in 
life is to obtain ns much power as possible in order to establish an inde- 
pendent coxmtry of White Russia. Newark T-1 continued hy snyltig that ovtm 
'it this time subject i, is working toward that goal because he Is considered 
a Vico Rrosidont for the White Russian Central Administration. 

As'tnckground information, Heuark T-1 advis ed that back In the 
Sixtoonth Century, an independent country of White Rusaln did codLst and 
throu^iout the years the VIhita Russian poaplo, althou^ they havo lived in 
countries controlled by tlthuania, Intvia, Poland, and Ruasla, they con- 
tinue to dream of the Vliito Russian country. 

1940, when Poland and parts of Russia were overtaken by the 
Gorman Hordes, certain \'^hlto Russians wore allowed to set up a White 
Russian Central Administration, ^Aich at that time tms located at" 

Bamncwicz, Poland end at Minsk, Russia. It was at this time that a faction 
hooded hy OSTP.Cv-?SKI was given authority .by _ tho_ Gcratyaa to set up a small 
government known as the Byolo Russian C^tarol AdmlnistsSitlQn, which took care 
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of that territory. Tl:e headquarters at iiiat time was in Minsk, Russia and 
subject vas appointed as ^yor of Bairanovicz in 1940 hy OGTOCWSKr and 
later in 1941 > he was appointed as a Vice President in Minsk, Russia. The 
extent of subject’s colloboi^tlon with the Germans at tiiis tine vas 
to Newark T-l, but he samised that if any cember of ttie White Russian 
Central Administration was not cooperating with the Germans, they would 
have been iimnediately retnoved. 

When the Russians began to approach Minsk in 1943, subject 
retreated with the Germans and wont directly to Berlin where the White 
Russian Government continued in name only. After the fall of Berlin, Newark 
T—1 stated that most of the Wliite Russian leaders changed their names and 
entered French, English, oi' American Zones. Newark T-1 believed that sub- 
ject went into the French Zone and tliore he became known as SOXOLOHSKI. 

When asked specifically why those Russians changed their names, 
Newark T^l stated that it was dene for two ressona. First and mainly, 
they changed their ncmes because they feared they would be returned to 
Russia or Poland without their consonl^ and because things at that time 
were so dlsor^nized among the Allies, anyone believed to be Russian vas 
deported ^lith no questions asked. This altoatlon existed in the American 
Zone and with their silent approi^. Secondly, they changed their names 
for fear of their fomilies left in Poland or Russia. 

Newark T-1 further stated that subject's wife and sen oro both 
presently residing in Poland, his wife being a doctor attached to the 
Polish Aray and his son, age approximately twenty-four years, being a 
member of the Polish Armed Sor^cos, 

Newark T-1 believed that subject's wife end son were ajnrostcd In 
194D by the Russians and that the subject has not seen then since that time. 
According to Newark T-1, at one time in 1946 subjoct attempted to got his 
\rlfo and son out of Volond but he did not hnvo the money necessary to have 
thcffi smuggled out. In regard to the abovo, Newark T-1 explained that 
during 1946 -.{ind 1947, Jewish mcrcliants wore allowed to cross the Polish and 
Russian holders end that for approximately $1,000, they would soo that a 
person would got by the Russian aontrlos at the herder. 

In regard to SAB0I®?aa*s two-week trip to Chicago, Newark T-1 
stated that most of the VWte Rtissians in the Passaic and South River, 

New Jersey areas donated "jilO each to finance his trip and stay in C^cago. 
The purpose of that trip wts to have SlB0t®(3CI contact onc^VAR(»IKA (phonetic; 
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a Uhita Russian who has fc«»» in the United States for approxisately twenty 
years, and to discuss establishing an organization of White Russians in the 
United States. S^OLEKKI was also siq^poecd to request WARCHS& to acccaw. 
pany hln to Washington, D. C. and there state theix ease to the United 
States State Department, Hewark T-1 was not certain as to the results of 
the above visit but believed that WARCaffiA refbsed on the gromds that 
theirs was a hopeless case 

After subjoet^s return from (%ieago, he was eepiloyed fey the 
Thomas Electronics CoBspany for approxlaately four nonths» at wlilefa time be 
was released because of his cfge X approodmately six^— five). 

As further Infomation concerning the White Russian Di^laced 
Persona living in the United States, Newark T-1 stated that there are 
presently two separate factions irorking for the estaUlsIinent of an inde- 
pendent country of White Russia and that there arc two seta of Presidents, 
two sots of Vice Prosidents, and sixteen tttnlstors who are operating in 
name oniy. One faction is hoadod fey one ABRAMClflVvIio is present residing 
soaewhoro in How Tork Citj' and the other factldn la heeded by/Pro^ssqr.

The main botfy of the first faction Is located In How York while 
the second undor OSTRQJSXZ is located in Ibssaie and South River, How 
Jersey, Newark T-1 stated that he was not too well aeqoaintod with members 
of the Hew York faction which is the stronger of the twb but ho did koc» 
their unofficial headquarters are located at 325 Ehst 300th Stroot. Hev York 
City, Hew York, a private dwelling, whore a few of tho rtbaJiora roslda.

The above monthly assessment 
consists of one-day's pay out of each month' a work eoUoetad from each modier 
of the organisation. In return for this assessment the menhers receive a 
copy of "Nyclo Russian", a White Russian pa^icr printed in the Russian language 
which at one time was published in tho 0. S, Zone of Genmny ui^th the pezmls- 
alon of the Tbiitod States authorities* The assessment further" is alcp used 
to did its mombors who are sick or out of work althou|^ Hefias^ T->1 na^r beard 
of anyone over rocoiving those benefits* 

In regard to the Now York faction, Newark T-1 abated that thoy wore 
reported to be working hand in hand with tho exiled Ibloa in londcn and ho has 
heard ruoorb that they do roeoive nonotaxy aid from tho Pope.

It was Newark T-l's oplni<m that tho offieors of both factions are
